| Pope Pius today quoted the words of 
| Jesus Christ—‘“you shall hear of wars 
and sedition” —and called on the world 
to emulate the apostles on.the sea of 
Galilee who cried: “O° Lord, save us 
lest we perish!” 

The 78-year-old “pontiff gathered 20 
cardinals about him in a secret con- 
sistory and told them he knew the 
nations were talking of war but that 
he believed war to be “impossible” 
because :

WASHINGTON, April 1.—(UP)—

The systematic exclusion of 
negroes from the jury rolls, the court 
held, was sufficient reason to reverse 
the conviction of Clarence, Norris and 
Haywood Patterson, the two whose 
lives were at stake today. 

The full import of that ruling is 
that Alabama authorities will have to 
seek new indictments against the sev-

With NRA already under heavy fire 
in congress, the government today 
sought and obtained supreme court 
permission to avert an immediate test 
of the constitutionality of that hub 
of the recovery program. 
| The court granted a motion by the 
justice department to dismiss its ap- 
peal in the Belcher lumber code ease, 
while a move was under way in the 
senate to get a decision in the case 
as a guide to congress in enacting 
legislation to extend the Blue Eagle's 
life.

Fondness for Baseball, 


Holliday recalled Grady’s great 

fondness for baseball. He organized 
the first Southern league and was its 
first president, this in the year 1885. 
And Henry W. Grady was the pa- 
per’s first baseball reporter, doing 
this as editor of the paper. 
: “We'd go to the game every after- 
noon,” said Holliday, “and when we 
eame back he.would dictate the story 
to me. He cheered louder than any- 
one else and liked baseball better than 
any other sport.” 

And so it went. And then Clark 
Howell Sr. recalled waiting. as night 
editor of the paper in 1888, for a 
message from the New England din- 
ner in New York. The New Eng- 
land Society had invited Héenry W. 
Grady east to spéak to the members. 
Before he went he had written his 
spéech and it had been put in type 
to await the release. 

Made Famous Address. 

The night came, Midnight came. 
Press time was but two hours away. 
And then came a wire from Grady, 
“Do not use my s h. I made an 
entirely new one.” And. that was 
the address that fired the country and 
made Grady a national character. 

Holliday recalled the trip to Texas 
when Grady was to speak there. He 
had a speech which ran to several 
columns of type. He knew it by 
heart. 

“He knew it- so well,” said Holli- 
pon { “that to refresh it in his mind he 
called to me the first sentence or so 
in every paragraph. 

“And then when he stood to make 
the speech to all those thousands of 
Texans we were amazed to hear some- 
thing new in the chief section of his 
speech—the peroration. He was us- 
ing a story he had heard on the way 
to the ae, | ahd it was one of the 
finest thin e ever did.” 

Henry W. Grady spoke up— 

“It was that day,” he said, “that 
father was speaking and there were 
some side-ehows at this big convention 
grounds. There was a drum, being 
used by a spieler, which kept beating. 

“And finally father paused afd 
smiled and said, “I don’t seé why some 
of you Texans don’t shoot that drum.’ 
He went on speaking and within a few 
moments there was a fusillade of shots 
and do you know those Texans had 
gone out with their six shooters and 
shot that drum to bits.” 

John B. Gordon Recalled. 

John B. Gordon was recalled and his 
great campaign which Grady managed 
to make him governor of the state over 
the favored candidate, A. O. Bacon. 
Bacon was in power and Gordon was 
brought out of relative oblivion. 

The start of the campaign was at 
Greensboro. And all the Confederate 
veterans were there in uniform and 
all the widows were there in black. 
And all the crippled men from the 


war. 

And when John B. Gordon mounted 
the platform and the. crowd caught 
sight of him there was a demonstra- 
tion which swept the state. Gordon 
was overwhelmingly elected. 

All these things and more came back 
yesterday as we sat at lunch and. paid 
tribute to a splendid gentleman who 
was celebrating 50 years of service to 
one newspaper, finding it today as it 
was then “The Standard Southern 


Newspaper.”’ 


UPHELD BY KNOX 


Judge Gordon Knox, of the Bruns- 
wick circuit saperior court, advanced 
the opinion here Monday that no one 


iwho has registered since May 5, 1934, 
or registers now, can vote in the 


In submitting the question only to 
those who were quali to vote in 
the last general election, Judge Knox 
said the legislature violated neither a 
constitutional provision ner a general 
aw. 

“There is neither a constitutional 
nor a general law governing the legis- 
lature to the extent of saying who 
shall vote and who shall not vote ov 
questions submitted to the people in a 
special election,” the jurist said in 
reply to a query. 

“In referring a question to the peo- 
ple in a special election, the legislature 
may designate whom it chooses as 
qualified voters,” he continued. “They 
could say only dark-haired people who 
wear light suits were eligible to vote 
or fat people with no tiés, or one-ey 
people. 

Judge Knox’s opinion did not coin- 
cide with that expressed over the week- 
énd by Judge James B. Park, of 
Greensboro in the Ocmulgee circuit. 
Judge Park said the thousands of 
Georgians who have registéred since 
registration books closed last May 5 
could not be barred from voting in the 
referendum. 

The Greénsboro jurist contended in 
a statement that the liquor, beer and 
wine bills, passed by. the general as- 
sembly recently referring repeal to the 
people, violated the constitution in 
placing a restriction on voters. 

A ruling has not come officially 
from Attorney-General M. J.Yeomans 
in the matter, but in answer to a 
query from W. L. Harwell, tax col- 
lector of Glynn (Brunswick) county, 
the attorney-general quoted from the 
three referendum bills: 

“A special election is hereby called 
to be held in every county of this 
state on Wednesday, May 15, 1935, 
under the same rules and regulations 
as apply .to elections for members of 
the general assembly. The voters. list 
used in such election shall be the reg- 
istered voters list used in the last gen- 
eral election. . At such spcial election 
there shall be submitted to the regis- 
tered and qualified voters of this state. 
qualified to vote at the last general 
élection, the ratification or rejection 
of this act.” 

Judge Knox, who succeeded the Jate 
Judge J. H. Thomas tv appointment 
today from Governor Talmadge, said 
there is a law governing special elec- 
tions to fill vacancies in office in 
which all pérsons registered may ote. 

“In my opinion this has nothing to 
do with a special election called by ref- 
erendum,” he concluded.

Memel Feared.

The position of Poland’s statesmen 
generally was pictured as that of 
champions of peace and status quo, 
and this was believed to be funda- 
mentally the stand Poland has pre- 
pared for the conversations. 


The aged Marshal Joseph Pilsud- 
sky, war minister and virtual dictator 
of Poland, will take the lead in the 
conversatiens, with Foreign Minister 
Joseph Beck assuming an active role. 
Pilsudsky was represented tonight as 
seeing in the Eden visit and its Stresa 
sequal an opportunity to weld a Polish 
foreign policy that he can bequeath as 
a definite thing to his political heirs. 


In one quarter it was declared that 
the marshal, who has suffered for 
many months with a kidney ailment 
and the after-effects of his imprison- 
ment many years ago, believes that 
one gap still remaining in his foreign 
program is in relations with Lithu- 
ania, where Pilsudsky has strong 
personal ties, 

Whether this point will be raised 
in the British-Polish conversations

LABOR THE LOSER 

Measures now pending before 
Gongress affecting the pay and 
working conditions of railroad labor 
will, if enacted into law, add near- 
ly a billion dollars to the annual 
expense of operation of the rail- 
‘yoads of the country. 

These bills seek the installation 
of a six-hour day for railroad labor; 
the limiting of the length of freight 
trains; the so-called ‘full crew” re- 
quirement; limitation of the hours 
of service, and additional and cost- 
ly governmental track and signal in- 
spection. 

The six-hour day alone would add 
$600,000,000 to railroad pay rolls, 
and Federal Co-ordinator of Trans- 
portation Eastman has held that “it 
cannot be applied without disaster 
to the railroads.” No man in the 
country is more intimately familiar 
with the affairs of the railroads than 
Mr. Eastman, and labor has had no, 
more sympathetic consideration 
from any other government official, 
but his warning is met by the state- 
ment of the Railway Labor Exec- 
utives’ Association that it will ‘“‘have 
no effect on the legislative program 
of the railway labor organizations.” 

Should these added cperating ex- 
penses be piled on the railroads un- 
der present conditions, labor will 
inevitably be the chief sufferer. 
They may prove the last straw that 
will break the camel’s back and lead 
to a general collapse in railroad 
affairs. 

Faced by staggering losses of 
patronage to competition by air and 
highway, the railroads are now 
struggling to modernize their serv- 
ice through the speeding of their 
schedules and the addition of greater 
traveling comfort. They will not be 
able to make the necessary huge 
outlay for new equipment if their 
operating expenses are further in- 
creased, but if they do not their 
patronage losses are certain to con- 
tinue. 

Then the only alternatives will 
be the curtailment of service or 
bankruptcy. In either case thou- 
sands of railroad workers will be 
thrown out of work. 

The direct effect on labor of the 
constantly increasing burden of 
higher wages and hour limitations 
piled on during the past few years 
is reflected in the closing of hun- 
dreds of railroad shops throughout 
the country. Railroad shop:ien are 
out of work in every state in the 
Union because the railroads have 
had to abandon many shops because 
of wages beyond their ability to pay. 
‘The additional operating burdens 
proposed in the measures now pend- 
ing in congress will have the same 
effect in the ranks of the trainmen 
of the country. Ay 

Rail transportation bas been hit 
more seriously by the depression 
than any other industry in America, 
and, in addition, has had to carry 
the burden of wages on the whole 
far higher than those paid by other 
industries. On January 1 they were 
forced to restore a 5 per cent wage 
cut, and on April § another $ per

The War Department has re- 
cently put into effect a plan of re- 
organization of the air corps which, 
with the additional appropriation for 
planes and equipment provided by 
congress, will bring this branch of 
the service to a position more in 
keeping with our needs. But, after 
all, infantry is still the main body 
of any army, with artillery and cav- 
alry as its right and left hands. And 
while we are bending our efforts 
to secure more and better planes 
for the air corps, we must not over- 
look the fact that the infantry needs 
better rifles, more and better ma- 
chine guns and automatic rifles, 
more and better transportation. It 
is axiomatic that the soldier with 
the best weapon is more likely to 
win his battle, and thus live to fight 
another day, then the soldier with 
an inferior weapon. 

But notwithstanding our lack of 
Strength in numbers of men, in 
quantity and quality of arms and 
material, America may well look 
with pride upon its army. In the 
quality of its personnel, from lowly 


vidual and collective courage— 
which, when all is said and done, is 
the sine qua non of the soldier; 
in resourcefulness, in the profes- 
sional skill of its officers and men, 
in that indefinable quality which we 
term esprit de corps, our army is 
without a peer! In the midst of 
turmoil and change, facing the dawn 
of a tomorrow pregnant with uncer- 
tainty, the army remains calm and 
Steadfast, a mighty bulwark against

STATE TAX RECEIPTS 
SHOW GAIN THIS YEAR 


State tax collections for the first 
three months of 1935 were $235,000 
greater than for the same period in 
1934, and nearly a million dollars 
above those for the first three months 
of 1933, State Auditor Tom Wisdom 
reported Monday. 


Total collections from all sources 
were $6,980,148 for the first three 


‘months of this year, $6,755,505 for 


the first three months of 1934 and 
$5,077,543 for the firet three months 
of 1933. 

The collections this year were $4,- 
842,127 for allocated funds and $2,- 
138,020 for general funds. 

Principal collections for the first 
three months of 1935 were $748,204 
from general property taxes; $3,512,- 
258 from fuel oil taxes; $887,200 from 
motor vehicle license fees; $650,000 
from income taxes; $319,594 from oc- 
cupation and franchise taxes; $180,- 
000 from cigar and cigarette taxes; 
$150,000 from agricultural fees; $180,- 
000 rent for the W. & A.’ railroad 
and $177,699 from § miscellaneous 
sources. 

The dargest items, including two- 
thirds: of the fuel oil tax and the 
entire motor vehicle fees, go to the 
state highway department by special 
allocation. 

The collection from the general 
property tax showed an increase of 
$35,000 over last year but was §150,- 
000 less than the collections two years 
ago.

While an involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy was being filed Monday 
in United States District Court 
against Americtn Pecticipations, Inc., 
of Delaware, one of fuur companies 
under federal indictment charging con- 
spiracy to violate the securities act, 
government agents were continuing 
their search for B. R. Bradley and 
J. ©. Ingram, fugitive officials of the 
concern. : 

Federal grand jury indictments re- 
cently named the American Bond & 
Share Corporation of Georgia, the 
American Bond & Share Corporation 
of Delaware, the American Bond 
Trust Company. of Delaware, and 
American Participations on charges of 
conspiracy. Bradley, president of the 
corporations; Ingram, secretary-treas- 
urer, and Robert E. Lee, counsel, 
were likewise indicted. 

Lee is being held under $20,000 
bond in the DeKalb county jail, but 
a nation-wide search is in progress 
for Bradley and Ingram. The miss- 
ing officials have been variously re- 
ported hiding in New York and Phila- 
delphia, and it was rumored that the 
pair had secreted themselves in 
mountain retreat somewhere in north 
Georgia. 

The petition filed against . Ameri- 
can Participations Monday charged 
that the company “‘conveyed, trans- 
ferred, concealed or removed $22,900 
in various sums since November 30, 
1924, with intent to hinder, delay 
or defraud its creditors.” 

It likewise alleges that receivers for 
the various corporations have been 
advised $11,000 is on deposit in Brad- 
ley’s bank account and that he en- 
deayored to withdraw $8,000 subse- 
quent to the appointment of the state 
receivers. Payment was stopped on 
the $8,000 check when it was pre- 
sented for payment in Wilmington, 
Delaware.

This is done by 
heating granulated sugar in a sauce-

Additional heating of “barley 
sugar” will cause it to caramelize 
slightly, producing a new flavor and 
different color.

In baking a cake or other sweet f 
some caramelization takes place on the 
surface and makes the cake brown 
more quickly. Some of the browning, 
of course, is due to the starch in the 
flour.

A chemical action takes place which 
breaks down the sucrose into two 
other sugars. “Invert sugar’ does not 
crystalize or “go to sugar.” There- 
fore, when you do not want candy to 
go to sugar you add acid (vinegar or 
cream of tartar), producing enough 
invert sugar to do the trick.”

WASHINGTON, April 1.—())—A 
“gréat many strikes” in labor’s bat- 
tle against the “Bedeaux system,” de- 
scribed as a variation of the “stretch- 
out,” were predicted today by a la- 
bor attorney before the textil® labor 
hoard hearing on complaints against 
the Callaway mills in Georgia. 

Chariten Ogburn, arguing the case 
of striking workers, asserted installa- 
tion of the system was an “inducing 
cause” of the February walkout 
which still is unsettled in the chain 
of mills. 

In addition to their grievance 
against this system, the complaining 
workers contended also that the mills, 
with headquarters at LaGrange, had 
violated the NRA code by reduction 
of wages and refusal to bargain col- 
lectively. 

Cason Callaway, mill president, and 
other officials were here to answer 
the strikers; but Ogburn consumed 
the entire day presenting labor’s case, 

The management's attorney, Hatton 
Lovejoy, gave notice he will dispute 
every complaint. During discussion 
of the Bedeaux system, he said, ‘we 
contend we have incredsed no work- 
er’s assignment whatever.” Callaway 
and his colleagues will be heard to- 
morrow. 

George Googe, southern representa- 
tive of the American Federation of 
Labor with offices in Atlanta, and 
several striking workers, said the 
management had refused to bargain 
collectivel ys . 

Callaway gave him the impression, 
Googe said, that he was “perfectly 
satisfied” with the situation in the 
mills, that he would take back em- 

loves but would negotiate no col- 
ective settlement. 

On the Bedeaux system, Ogdorn 
said “it constitutes one of the grav- 
est problems facing labor and indus- 
try today,” adding: “Labor will not 
accept the system.” 

The Callaway case was the firsi 
to presént the system in a_ textile 
labor board open hearing. This was 
regarded as the spearhead of labor's 
fight against it. : 

Additional significance was attach- 
ed to the case in view of a state- 
ment by Francis J. Gorman, organizer 
for the United Textile Workers’ 
Union, that Callaway was closer to 
the White House than any member 
of the industry. 

Several workers were presented by 
Ogborn in an effort to show an in- 
creased work load had been placed on 
them. These witnesses also testified 
their wages, at the time the system 
was said to have been installed in 
February, were cut, in some cases be- 
low the pre-code figure. 

The labor lawyer contended wages 
were reduced in effect last fall when 
the company started charging rent on 
its mill village houses which previons- 
ly ‘had been rent free. Lovejoy in- 
jected, however, that the rents were 
lifted “during the depression.”

Paying no attention to legal devel- 
opments, the senate finance commit- 
tee meanwhile went ahead with its 
investigation of NRA, receiving a re- 
port from a federal trade commission 
attorney of price fixing by members 
of the Rubber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

The attorney, Harry A. Babcock, 
told the committee he had filed with 
the commission a report charging mem- 
bers of the association and the rubber 
code authority with conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade for fixing prices of 
fire hose. 

He said the price fixing agreement 
was entered before the code became 
effective but was perfected under the 
Blue Eagle. The code authority, ge 
added, had exceeded its authority un- 
der the law. 

The Belcher lumber case presented 
to the supreme court the basic question 
of constitutionality of the hour and 
wage provisions of the recovery law. 

Belcher was indicted for violating 
the hour and wage provisions of the 
lumber code, but Judge W. I. Grubb, 
of the federal district court in Bir- 
mingham, held against the government 
and the indictment ‘was dismissed. 
Grubb ruled the NRA law unconstitu- 
tional. The government appealed to 
the supreme court in an effort to ex- 
pedite the decision. 

With arguments scheduled to begin 
only a fortnight off, the justice de- 
partment last week suddenly announc- 
ed it would drop the appeal. It was 
immediately hailed by opponents of 
NRA as a confession of weakness on 
the part of the government. 

Saturday, Clark and Hastings, both 
critics of NRA and both members of 
the senate finance committee which 
is considering the administration bill 
to extend it, announced their resolu- 
tion calling upon Cummings to try the 
case as a guide for congress.

He disclaimed any. opposition to the 
purposes of the measure but said one 
of the strongest arguments for delay 
of such legislation was that ‘there is 
an assumption of inimical interests 
between all employers and employez, 
and that all such relations must be 
regimented.” 

he bill, by Senator Wagner, demo- 
crat, New York, would outlaw com- 
pany dominated unions, set up a per- 
manent national labor relations board 
and give the labor organization chosen 
by a majority of employes in a plant 
authority to speak for all the workers. 

Comer cited “definite and marked 
benefits” for the textile industry un- 
der NRA and pleaded that ‘these 
gains” be not endangered “by crowd- 
ing further now.” 

“This bill,”’ Comer said of the Wag- 
ner measure, “today seems to. carry 
with it more suggestion of continued 
conflict of harmony. ... We seem to 
be thinking more of the right of fore- 
ing some employes upon’ employers 
than of working toward a condition 
where employers are anxious to em- 
ploy and both groups would be free 
from coercion.”

Comer recaleld that in March, 1935, 
some textile mills were operating 60 
hours a week and some adult weekly 
wages were as low as $5. 

“These,” he added, “are conditions 
that we moved away from overnight, 
and I think I am safe in saying that 
notwithstanding this tremendous com-

Committee Also Urges

Simultaneously, the committee made 
a formal report to the senate of its

constitutional amendment eliminating 
tax-exempt bonds as a means of plug- 
ging “loopholes” foc evading taxes: it 
lent encouragement also to the dis- 
armament commission in Geneva, and 
proposed an embargo on arms in event 
of war breaking out among other na- 
tions. 

In acting, the committee disapprov- 
ed the price “ceiling” plan of Bernard 
M. Baruch, chairman of the old war 
industries board. 

As the first report of the commit- 
tee’s work was read into the senate 
record, a draft of the plan of John T. 
Flynn, economist advisor of the com- 
mittee, to make the country “pay as 
you fight” was sent to the public 
printer. 

“Nobody can say it isn’t drastic,” 
commented Chairman Nye, republican, 
North Dakota, of the committee. He 
added that all members of the com- 
mittee were supporting the plan. 

“The committee is in su ntial 
agreement on a very thorou plan 
to take the profits out of war and to 
equalize the economic burden of war,” 
he said. 

Every major essential of the Flynn 
plan, Nye said, was incorporated in 
the first draft. of legislation going to 
the printer. It included: 

Conscription of industria] leaders, 
placing them “under disciplinary con- 
trol of the war department. 

A corporation tax plan taking 50 
per cent of the first six per cent or 
less of profit on capital investment, 
and 100 per cent of all profits above 
six per cent. 

An individual tax for taking virtual- 
ly all earnings above $10,000 a year. 

Stiffer tax schedules on earnings 
under $10,000, and reduction of in- 
dividual exemptions from $2,500 in 
the present law to $2,000 under the 
war law for married persons: from 
$1,500 to $800 for single persons, and 
from $400 to $200 for dependants.

NRA and the AAA have converged 
in the textile industry, resulting in 
the collapse of cotton exports. To 
the eotton textile industry, the NRA, 
beneficial as it was in many respects, 
added burdens on the industry but the 
AAA provided the crushing blow> 

“Why is it to be wondered that the 
cotton textile industry is in dire dis- 
tress when the cost of production has 
suddenly risen to mountainous. propor- 
tions, domestic consumption has 
slumped, foreign trade has diminished 
and competitive imports are constant- 
ly increasing? 

Walsh listed as important factors 
contributing to present. unfavorable 
conditions : : 

“The processing tax has added a sub- 
stantial cost of cotton cloth, averag- 
ing as much as 20 to 100 per cent. 
This has resulted in both sales resist- 
ance and substitution of other fabrics 
by the public. The NRA has also 
been a contributing element in in- 
creasing cost of production. 

“The continuing increase in imports 
of cloth from Japan and the absorp- 
tion by Japan of the export trade 
heretofore possessed by the industry in 
the Philippine islands and South 
America has reduced the demand both 
in the domestic and foreign markets. 

“Continually increasing production 
has glutted the market, with the re- 
sult that there has been no adjust- 
ment of production to, consumption.” 

| Millions May Suffer. 

Walsh said overproduction could be 
checked by the industry itself, and 
that increased imports could be rem- 
edied by bringing pressure to bear on 
the NRA to exercise its authority to 
place limitations or even embargoes 
on imports.

But leagues were coming into existence. And Henry W. 
Grady, the great editor, wanted Atlanta to be represented in 
the national game. | 

And it was he who organized the first Southern 
league, in the year 1885. - And it was he who served as 
the first president of the Southern league. And so base- 
ball fans, as they pass the statue to the great editor 
which stands at Forsyth and Marietta streets, where 
flows the traffic of the south’s greatest city, may look 

up at him with a new reverence and a new understand-. 

ing of the man whose voice and whose writings were 

to thrill a nation. 


He was Atlanta’s first sports editor. He went to those 
games in his first year as president of the league and he cheered 
louder than anyone else. 

And then he came back to The Constitution office and wrote 
the story of the games. 

I know this because Jim Holliday was his secre- 
tary in those days and he took Jim Holliday to the 
games every day and he brought him back and dictated 
a story of the Atlanta team and its games. 

The ball park then was at the corner of North avenue and 
West Peachtree streets. 

I felt very humble, sitting there at that luncheon, 
listening as the men who had known these old heroes 
of the past, hearing them reminisce and bring them 
8y again, vivid and alive, so that they seemed very 
And somehow it seemed a very real baseball story, this one 

of the great editor and orator who liked baseball so much that 
he organized the south’s first league and served as the south’s 
first baseball writer and sports editor.

A warning against persons fishing 
during the closed season—April 15 to 
June 1—in Georgia was issued Mon- 
day by Zack Cravey, state game and 
fish commissioner. 

“We are going to make every effort 
possible to see that people do not fish 
in Georgia waters during the spawn- 
ing season,” Cravey said. 

“It.is impossible to have good fish- 
ing in Georgia unless fish are allowed 
to spawn; it’s as necessary to the 
sport as hatching chickens is to the 
poultry industry.” 

The commissioner pointed to the 
copy of a bill enacted by the leg- 
islature this year, giving courts full 
jurisdiction in imposing fines on vio- 
lators of the game and fish laws. 
Under the old Jaw fines were with- 
in the limits of $25 to $190. Un- 
der the new, the limits were stricken. 

Cravey said he had instructed his 
game protectors to pay strictest at- 
tention to fishing out of season, and 
to make cases.

WHEAT ACREAGE ORDER 


REVISED BY AAA 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—(@)— 
The AAA declared officially today that 
spring wheat farmers may increase 
their acreage up to 165 per cent of the 
average planted to wheat during. the 
1928 to 1932 period. 


The announcement changed the orig- 
inal declaration of Secretary Wallace 
on March 20 which held that produc- 
ers would not be requiréd to make 
the 10 per cent reduction which had 
been decreed last fall. 

Officials of the wheat section sub- 
sequently said that farmers would 
be allowed to plant any amount of 
acreage this yédr under the wheat con- 
tract, but would be required to agree 


to reduce average by a corresponding 
amount in 1936 if called upon. 


The limitation of .165 per cent of 
the base period average plates a 
limitation which will muke possible 
a compensating reduction in 1936, if 
the AAA submits a wheat program to 
farmers, officials explained. 

They added that i was the admin- 
istration desire to assure that farmers 
could make the compensating cut in 
1936, but that this assurance was 
not given in the earlier interpréta- 
tion which would have allowed a farm- 
er to plant 200 per cent or more of 
his base period acreage. 

Secretary Wallace approved a 1935 
supplementary wheat contract which 


13 , will be offered to those farmers who 
‘signed contracts originally and now 


wish to increase their acreage. 

This contract provides that if farm- 
ers increase their acreage this year, 
the acreage reduction for 1935 and 
1935 must be made in 1935, as ex- 
plained by Géorge E. Farrell, director 
of the division of grains.

BULLISH UNDERTONE. 
Undertone of the market is bullish, 
but no one will enter the market with 
the current uncertainty. Factors caus- 
ing the uncertain trend include: 
Railroads—The I. ©. C. decision 
gave roads some relief which may 
mean $85,000,000 additional revenue 
annually until June, 1936. But the 
special rates apply only on certain 
articles and granger roads will not 
benefit greatly as all grain rates are 
excluded from the increases.

“IT have a poe made like this and 
the pieced 12-inch blocks as shown 
here are set together with 12-inch 
blocks of a small all-over print of 
tiny black rings on a white ground. 
The finished effect is that of an old- 
fashioned quilt. 

“But in my quilt I still keep the 
pieces shown white in this picture in 
pure white. This contrast of white in 
the pieced block with the figured white 
and black print makes the pieced 
block stand out in beautiful relief.

An apparent incongruity in the di- 
version act Monday delayed immediate 
distribution of $1,529,300 +o unpaid 


teachers and bus drivers in the coms 
mon schools over the state. 


The hitch involyed an interpreta. 
tion. of the law as to whether the 
money should be disbursed direct to 
unpaid teachers and bus operators or 
prorated to school systems in each of 
the 159 counties. 

Some counties have paid up their 
teachers, creating debts in some in- 
stances, while others have not done so. 

After presiding over a brief session 
of the state board of education. Gov- 
ernor Talmadge emerged with the an- 
nouncement that a ruling had been 
asked of Attorney-General M. J. Yeo- 
Trans, 

, The board is to reconvene at 11 
o'clock this. morning to receive ths 
attorney-general’s interpretation of the 
act, which diverted $2,000,000 of the 
highway department’s funds to pay 
back debts to the Vontederate veterans 
and widows of veterans, and to school 
teacners. 

: Wants Law Interpreted. 

We are in possession of all the in- 
formation necessary concerning the 
number of unpaid school teachers in 
each county and what the state owes 
the common schools. but we want the 
law interpreted.” said the governor. 

The board meeting was held in ex- 
ecutive session. 

M. D. Collins, state superintendent 
of schools, said no vote was taken on 
how the funds should be distributed. 

he only motion, he said, was to ask 
for the ruling. 

He pointed out, however, an ap- 
hig conflict in the phraseology of 
he act, one of the governor's pet 
measures, which was written original- 
ly to pay debts to school teachers and 
past-due Confederate pensions. More 
than $450,000 was sent out to vet- 
erans and widows. 

Collins said the board members did 
not fail to agree and that no discord 
existed. 

“We met, discussed the law briefly, 
and a motion was made to get a ruling 
from Attorney-General Yeomans,” he 
said. “The motion was carried and we 
adjourned.”’ 

_ Bill Amended by House. 

Originally the bill said the $1,529,- 
800 should be paid direct to teachers, 
but it was amended by a house of rep- 
resentative committee so as to pro- 
rate the money out to all the counties 
on the same basis of the common 
school fund. 

The amended section added “pro- 
vided that all school boards shall use 
their pro rata part of said funds for 
the payment of past-due salaries to 
sch teachers and bus operators 
which have accrued prior to January 
1, 1985, before using said funds for 
any other purpose, and that the daid 
amounts be paid in the order in which 
the original indebtedness was in- 
curred. 

Section 3 of the act says that the 
balance of funds diverted, after pay- 
ment of such school teachers, bug op- 
erators and Confederate soldiers “shall 
be disbursed and distributed upon 
warrants of the governor for the 
payment of unpaid appropriations car- 
ried in the general appropriations acts 
of 1927 and 1929” for the years 1928- 
1931, inclusive. 

Governor Talmadge told the legis- 
lature before it adjourned less than 
two weeks ago that he would disburse 
the money “according to the law” in 
a speech delivered to the joint ‘as- 
sembly.

LOSE COURT DECISION 


WASHINGTON, April 1.-—(/)—

property of that corporation, esti- 
mated at $4,000,000, to George B.

The supreme court 
refused teday to review that action 
which had been approved by the sec- 
ond circuit court of appeals. 

They Greyling Corporation was a 
subsidiary of the National Surety 
Company of New York. The super- 
intendent of insurance of that. state 
is attempting to rehabilitate the surety 
company. | 

The Mortgage Guarantee Company 
of America, with offices in Atlanta, 
sold bonds totaling approximately $10,- 
000,000 to the public secured by 
mortgages on properties owned by per- 
sons to whom money had been loaned. 

The National Surety Companr, 
guaranteed payment of principal and 
interest on the bonds. When the 
mortgage company became insolvent 
the surety company assumed the 
servicing of the mortgaged properties; 
collecting rents, etc.. through its sub- 
sidiary, the Greyling Corporation, 
which collected interest payments and 
tax moneys and paid taxes on the 
mortgage properties. 

Complaining of certain alleged prac- 
tices of the Greyling Corporation, de- 
clared to be highly detrimental .to their 
interests, certain bondholders brought 
proceedings to have the corporation re- 
lieved of further management of the 
properties. 


Abyssinia Demands 
League Settlement 


_GENEVA, April 1—(UP)—Abys- 
sinia defied Rome again today and de- 
manded immediate submission of the 
Italo-Abyssinian border dispute in 
Faust Africa to the League of WNa- 
tions. ; 

The League made the note public to- 
night. Sterner in tone, it demanded 
that Italy halt all military prepara- 
tons ee the arbitration period.
